Fight, shooting follows football game

The drama at a semi-pro 
football game held in New 
Castle Saturday evening hap¬ 
pened off the field when two 
representatives of the Indiana 
Trybe fought and one ended 


up being hospitalized with a 
non-life-threatening gunshot 
wound to the head, accord¬ 
ing to information from the 
Kentucky State Police. 

Personnel from KSP, the 
Henry County Sheriff’s 
Office and Henry County 
EMS responded to the scene 


after the initial report of an 
assault on Park Road at the 
recreation and services park 
after a football game between 
the Kentucky Storm and the 
Trybe. 

Troopers found that Guy 
Brown of Indianapolis suffered 
a single gunshot wound to the 


head, according to a KSP news 
release. Trooper Josh Lawson, 
spokesman for KPS Post 5, 
described the wound as a 
graze. Brown was transported 
to the University of Louisville 
Medical Center by Henry 
County EMS. 

An alleged second partici¬ 


pant in the altercation had left 
the scene in a black Mercedes, 
identified by KSP as Marcus 
Anthony Lewis of Indianapolis 
Authorities pulled the 
Mercedes over on Hwy. 421 
at the edge of Campbellsburg 
near Pyles Body and Paint.

To go along with the 
theme, Brewer hopes that 
as many cancer survivors 
as possible will show up 
for the activities at the 
Henry County High 
School track with regis¬ 
tration for them begin¬ 
ning at 6 p.m. 

The money raised, 
which in 2014 topped 
$54,000, will go to sup¬ 
port cancer research and 
benefit people in Henry 
County. 

“Several survivors have 
told me personally that 
they were treated with 
drugs that were devel¬ 
oped through American 
Cancer Society research, 
called 1-800-227-2345 or 
visited www.cancer.org for 
information and services 
through the American 
Cancer Society all funded 
by our Relay efforts,” 
Brewer said. “We recently 
visited the Hope Lodge in 
Lexington and were able 
to see how our funds are 
being used to help the 
cancer patients staying 
there and how much they 
appreciate it.” 

Relay organizers will 
take many photos of 
survivors, their families 
and caregivers with CVS 
donating the processing. 
Organizers will make the 
pictures ready for pickup

Fitzgerald 
seeks bond 
reduction

William Litzgerald’s attorney 
argued in Henry County Circuit 
Court Thursday that his client, who 
is charged with sexual abuse in the 
first degree with a victim under 12 
years of age, should be awarded a 
reduction in his bond and a furlough 
to see his ailing mother. 

“All things considered, I don’t 
think that’s too much to ask,” 
attorney Nathan Riggs told Henry 
County Circuit Court Judge Karen 
Conrad. 

Riggs argued that his client’s 
bond be reduced to 10 percent of 
$10,000, which family members 
would agree to pay. The attorney 
framed his argument by suggesting 
there were serious lapses in how his 
client’s arrest was handled. 

He claimed that the allegation 
of sexual abuse against a four-year- 
old victim was made months before 
Litzgerald’s arrest, months during 
which his client spent the holidays 
with several people, including the vic¬ 
tim. He also took issue with the fact 
that his client, who has a seventh- 
grade education, was interviewed 
for over four hours by the Kentucky 
State Police before he made a state¬ 
ment. 

“There will be a motion to sup¬ 
press due to his education level and 
the circumstances of the interview 
and the so-called confession,” Riggs 
asserted. “There has never been an 
allegation like this in his history; 
nothing similar to a charge like this.” 

“Judge, with all due respect, this 
is a four-year-old victim. We have a 
confession and a polygraph and this 
is not the proper place to raise these 
issues,” Assistant Commonwealth 
Attorney Josh Clubb responded. 
“They have already filed a bond 
reduction motion. We made our

Lanham to earn masters and become full-time life coach

Tommy Lanham, who has 
helped many people through 
tough times, recently made a 
hard decision to devote himself 
to being a full-time life coach. 

That means he resigned 
his ministry at New Castle 
Christian Church effective May 
15 and he, wife Tammy and 
their two children will relo¬ 


cate to Corbin as he pursues a 
36-credit-hour masters degree 
from Liberty University. 

The move is essential for 
the extended family support 
as Lanham turns his concen¬ 
tration on completing the 
required studies in one year’s 
time. 

“It’s going to be tough, 
leaving Henry County,” he 
said. “It’s not been an easy 
decision, but we feel like it’s 


the right decision.” 

The degree followed by an 
internship will give Lanham a 
master’s in pastoral counsel¬ 
ing with an emphasis on life 
coaching. 

Born and raised in the vicin¬ 
ity of London and Corbin 
in Keavy, Lanham came to 
New Castle five years ago to 
become the lead pastor at New 
Castle Christian Church. While 
pastoring, Lanham also got 


involved in the community by 
serving with Communities in 
Action, a cooperative effort 
working to better the health 
of people in Henry County; 
participated in the Leadership 
Henry County class, which 
developed the disk golf 
course in Harry Hill Park; 
and served as president of the 
Henry County Chamber of 
Commerce for two years. 

As a youth, whenever 


Lanham took surveys about 
his preference in careers, the 
results would include psychol¬ 
ogy, counselor and minister. 
After graduating from Johnson 
Bible College in Knoxville, 
Tenn., in 1997, Lanham 
stumbled onto life coaching 
in 2005 when he took some 
classes working toward a mas¬ 
ters in counseling.

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Governor awards Medal of Valor to fallen trooper 


The Governor’s Medal 
of Valor was presented 
posthumously to Delano 
G. Powell, a Kentucky 
State Trooper killed in 
the line of duty in 1965, 
at a ceremony held in 
Lexington June 11. 

Kentucky Justice and 
Public Safety Cabinet 
Secretary J. Michael 
Brown presented the 
award to Powell’s widow 
Barbara Tague and 
niece Phyllis McGuire of 
Campbellsburg on behalf 
of Gov. Steve Beshear. 

“It is no small deci¬ 
sion for the men and 
women who choose this 
duty and go out in the 
world each day to face 
violence, abuse, hatred, 
evil, greed and fear in 
pursuit of the public 
good,” said Gov. Steve 
Beshear. “Trooper 
Powell undoubtedly 


started his shift that day 
the same way he began 
each day of his career: 
with the full knowledge 
that the uniform he wore 
and the badge he car¬ 
ried made him a target 
to someone. It’s that 
selfless commitment to 
serve, to the point of sac¬ 
rificing his own life, that 
we honor and recognize 
today.” 

The Governor’s Medal 
of Valor is the high¬ 
est honor that can be 
bestowed upon an officer 
of the Kentucky State 
Police for conspicuous 
heroism in the line of 
duty under circumstances 
of extreme personal haz¬ 
ard. It is awarded only 
by order of the governor. 
Including Powell, 18 
Kentucky State Troopers 
have been awarded the 
medal since 1973. 


Powell was 28 years 
old and had been a 
trooper for 18 months 
when he was shot and 
killed on July 8, 1965, 
while attempting to serve 
a warrant in Breathitt 
County. The perpetrator 
was later apprehended 
and convicted. 

“Of course, I was 
very proud of him and 
his service,” Tague said. 
“I think it was quite an 
honor that they did this.” 

Also honored at the 
ceremony were 17 
Troopers of the Year 
at the post, branch or 
division level, including 
Trooper Brodie R. Jodry 
for Post 5. 

Among the 18 
Detectives of the Year 
honored at the post, 
branch or division level 
was Det. Joshua D. 

Noble of Post 5.

“It wasn’t a pursuit,” 
Lawson said. “The traffic 
stop was for questioning 
as a suspect in this assault 
and a gun shot had 
occurred. It was reported 
there was an ongoing dis¬ 
pute between them that 
lead to this assault and 
then to the shooting.” 

The two subjects, 
described as the coach 
and assistant coach, rode 
in the same car to the 
game in Henry County. 

Witnesses interviewed 
at the park reported 
hearing something that 
sounded like a gunshot, 
Lawson said. In addi¬ 
tion, authorities found 
evidence at the scene 
including a spent shell 
casing and three unused 
pistol cartridges. 

A search warrant 


obtained for Lewis’ vehi¬ 
cle turned up ammuni¬ 
tion matching the spent 
shell casing from the 
park, according to the 
KSP news release. 

Both subjects were 
“extremely uncoopera¬ 
tive” with the investiga¬ 
tion, Lawson said. Brown 
claimed he wasn’t shot 
but stabbed in the eye 
with a screwdriver. 

Lewis said the incident 
arose as he was getting 
into his vehicle to leave 
and that he acted in self- 
defense, Lawson said. 
After consulting with the 
county attorney, troop¬ 
ers did not file charges 
because Kentucky law 
discourages arresting 
individuals who act in 
self-defense. 

Authorities did not 
recover the weapon that 
was used, Lawson said. 

“Without recovering 
the weapon and with no 
more information to go 


on than we had on the 
subject that was found 
to have the ammunition, 
Mr. Lewis was released 
after questioning,” 
Lawson said. 

KSP Detective Steve 
Goodale, who is leading 
the investigation, inter¬ 
viewed Brown at the 
hospital on Monday. The 
investigation is continu¬ 
ing. 

Assisting from the 
Henry County Sheriff’s 
Office were deputies 
Chase Dewitt and Matt 
Cravens who assisted 
with the vehicle stop and 
Deputy Randy Hartford, 
who secured the park so 
witnesses could be ques¬ 
tioned. 

It was not immediately 
clear what impact the 
incident would have on 
the Kentucky Football 
League semi-pro teams 
playing in Henry 
County. 


A New Castle man has 
been charged with driv¬ 
ing under the influence 
and wanton endanger- 
ment after he crashed 
his car into a building 
Thursday afternoon. 

According to witness 
statements, Jacob Brown 
drove past the New 
Castle Welding Shop on 
Center Street shortly 
after 1 p.m. He then 
turned around and came 
back north on Center 
Street at a high rate of 
speed and disregarded 
the stop sign at the 
road’s intersection with 


Hwy. 146, also known as 
Cross Main Street. 

As he crossed through 
the intersection, his 
vehicle was clipped by 
a van traveling east on 
Hwy. 146. This caused 
Brown’s vehicle to spin 
around and crash into 
the New Castle Welding 
Shop back end first. 

The collision caused 
structural damage to the 
building, which had to 
be inspected for safety 
before business could 
resume. Neither Brown 
nor the two people in the 
van were injured. 


Henry County Sheriff 
Deputy Chase Dewitt 
reported smelling alcohol 
on Brown, who admit¬ 
ted to Dewitt that he 
was “drunk,” and told 
the deputy to “take 
me to jail.” Brown was 
initially charged with 
DUI second and wan¬ 
ton endangerment, but 
more charges could be 
forthcoming pending a 
full investigation of the 
accident. 

Henry County 
Sheriff’s Deputy Matt 
Cravens assisted Dewitt 
at the scene.

If there’s one interstate 
I regret not having easy 
access to, it’s the so-called 
bug superhighway meant to 
facilitate millions of mon- 
archs migrating from win¬ 
tering grounds in Mexico to 
patches of milkweed in the 
Midwest. 

Developing a long garden 
spot to shepherd these but¬ 
terflies on their 3,000-mile 
round-trip journey to repro¬ 
duce is the centerpiece of 
the new federal plan meant 
to curb the steep drop in 
monarch numbers. 

Having downloaded 
a copy of the plan that 
includes making Interstate 
35 a continuous north- 
south corridor from the 
border with Mexico to just 
south of Canada, I quickly 
got tired of the fed’s unin¬ 
spiring language and turned 
to a dozen or so news out¬ 
lets for help understanding 
what’s in store for the but¬ 
terfly and other pollinators 
during the $3.2 million 
project. 

The best summary and 
the most picturesque article 
I could find came from 
the Minneapolis, Minn., 

Star Tribune by Josephine 
Marcotty. 

“Starting as soon as this 
fall, America’s heartland 
could begin to look strik¬ 
ingly different to a monarch 
butterfly fluttering south 
for the winter,” Marcotty 
wrote. 

“Oceans of corn would be 
dotted with islands of native 
plants. Homeowners would 
have fewer lawns — and a 
lot less mowing. Roadsides

would grow thick with 
grasses and flowers. And 
more than a billion unruly 
milkweed plants would pop 
up along a 200-mile-wide 
corridor along 1-35 from 
Duluth to Texas. 

“That’s the ambitious 
vision buried in a national 
pollinator plan released 
recently by the White House 
— an epic attempt to save 
the gaudy symbol of the 
prairie from its steady slide 
toward the Endangered 
Species list,” the Star 
Tribune article continues. 
“The key is milkweed, the 
one and only food source 
for monarch caterpillars, 
which has all but disap¬ 
peared from Midwestern 
landscapes, thanks largely to 
GMO crops and the wide¬ 
spread use of Roundup. 

“But if it succeeds, the 
plan would rescue pollina¬ 
tors considered vital to a 
healthy environment, and 
in five years the number of 
monarchs that travel 3,000 
miles every year from the 
Midwest to the mountains 
of Mexico and then back 
again, would increase by 
nearly tenfold.” 

For those who don’t 


know, a plummeting popu¬ 
lation caused around a 
billion of these beneficial 
black-and-orange insects 
to disappear from the skies 
over the last two decades. 

The count of the over¬ 
wintering monarchs hang¬ 
ing out in the mountains of 
Mexico went from a 1 with 
nine zeros behind it to just 
33 million in 2013, roughly 
during the same period 
when Monsanto introduced 
a strain of corn that can 
survive being doused in 
herbicide, whereas milkweed 
cannot. 

That’s a problem for 
monarchs, because the only 
place they can lay their eggs 
to grow into caterpillars and 
then into butterflies is on 
varieties of milkweed. And 
the main place they could 
find milkweed was in the 
farm fields in the country’s 
breadbasket. 

The federal plan aims 
to increase those numbers 
225 million by reestablish¬ 
ing stands of milkweed in 
important conservation 


areas. 

“Using their unique access 
to passages such as 1-35, 
the federal government 
will attempt to restore and 
protect around seven mil¬ 
lion acres of habitat along 
the route, as well as edu¬ 
cate adjacent farmers and 
landowners about the issues 
threatening monarch popu¬ 
lations. Sending bees and 
butterflies down an inter¬ 
state’s gauntlet of cars and 
exhaust fumes might not 
sound like a plan for suc¬ 
cessful environmental reha¬ 
bilitation,” according to an 
article on Good Magazine’s 
website. “But the govern¬ 
ment’s report points out 
that the areas around the 
highway are actually ‘sunny 
areas with low vegetation 
height (ideal pollinator 
habitat), and often extend 
for considerable distances, 
thereby potentially acting as 
corridors for species move¬ 
ment and adaptation to cli¬ 
mate change.’” 

Bringing back enough 
milkweed to sire 225 million 


butterflies would probably 
take around a billion plant 
seeds, according to the Star 
Tribune article. And it will 
take a lot of space to grow 
those milkweed in, the 
newspaper points out. 

“Are all the back-yard 
gardens between Minnesota 
and Mexico enough? How 
about roadsides and utility 
rights of ways, boulevards, 
county, state and federal 
parks?” the article rhetori¬ 
cally asked. 

“Wherever they find 
it, raising the monarch 
population to 225 million 
individual butterflies will 
probably require an amount 
of restored land equal to 
half of Wisconsin,” said 
Wayne Thogmartin, a U.S. 
Geological Service specialist 
who is doing the land calcu¬ 
lations. “Almost all of it has 
to be in the north central 
region of the country, where 
monarchs need it most.” 

That’s why I was glad to 
see in Maryellen Garrison’s 
Henry County Extension 
Service column that milk¬ 
weed plants will soon be 
available at the farmers’ 
market in New Castle. 

Just because we’re not 
on the insect superhighway 
doesn’t mean we can’t cre¬ 
ate an oasis for monarch 
butterflies here. I hope 
people with lots of room 
in Henry County will carve 
out a little niche for the 
monarch. 

Maybe a few of the but¬ 
terflies can take a detour to 
Kentucky and brighten up 
our roadsides. 
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A male and female monarch butterfly rest in a field of milkweed.

Traffic 
in New Castle in the 
mid-1960s, while 
never heavy, was fairly 
steady compared to 
today. He squinted 
his eyes as he leisurely 
tugged on the butt, 
inhaling deeply; you 
could even say it was 
James Dean like, 
except the boy had no 
idea who James Dean 
was. 

Then... disaster. Ten 
paces up the street, in 
the direction of the 
courthouse, stood his 
father. The boy silently 
blurted an obscen¬ 
ity that he should not 
have known at his age, 
and let the stub of the 
cigarette slide gently 
out of his hand and fall 
to the sidewalk. 

“Joe, is that yours?” 
the older man was 
glaring directly at the 
boy, his finger point¬

ing at the smoldering 
Marlboro on the side¬ 
walk between the kid’s 
sockless Weejuns. 

“No, Dad, you can 
have it. You saw it 
first.”

When I say men 
were men back in 
the late 1950s, think 
girly. That’s right, as 
in high school ladies’ 
and college women’s 
softball—fast-pitch 
softball. Fast-pitch was 
not the modern game 
where the “pitcher” 
lobs shallow pop-ups 
plateward so some 
dude with biceps 


like small hams and 
can belt the ball over 
the fence; it was far 
removed from today’s 
game where there is 
only offense and very 
little defense. For my 
money, a hard fought

like a gunshot in his 
mitt after each pitch. I 
was about seven or so, 
and I remember think¬ 
ing: my father is the 
toughest man in the 
world. 

My father and his 
two closest broth¬ 
ers were born in the 
1920s. All came of 
age in the boom years 
following WWII; they 
were taught that it was 
a sign of weakness for 
boys to display affec¬ 
tion. But at some 
point in the 1980s, 
after suddenly losing 
an older brother, the 
three of them began 
to embrace each other 
upon greeting and 
departure. On occa¬ 
sion, one of them 
would whisper, “love 
you” to the other. This 
child of the 1960s was 
delighted. By watch¬ 
ing the example set by 
these men of the Ward 
Cleaver generation, it 
became easier for me 


to hug my Dad and 
my uncles and, ulti¬ 
mately, to tell my Dad 
that I loved him. Right 
out loud. 

My father did not 
live to a ripe old age. 
During his final days, 
it became very impor¬ 
tant to me, for some 
reason, that he know 
how I felt all those 
years ago as I watched 
him play softball. I 
never really got the 
chance. 

But I came to realize 
how silly my obses¬ 
sion was. He didn’t 
need me to tell him 
how tough he was; he 
needed me to tell him, 
while he was living, 
that I loved him. And 
I had. 

We are well into the 
21st century and I 
shouldn’t have to say 
this. Guys, lose that 
macho pretense—put 
your arms around your 
daddy this Sunday and 
repeat after me: “I love 
you.” 
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Crash ends pursuit into Oldham County

Allegedly caught on 
radar doing 20 miles per 
hour over the speed limit 
Hwy. 22 in Eminence, a 
suspect led police officers 
on a chase the evening of 
June 7 until he wrecked 
in Oldham County, 
according to Eminence 
Police Chief Kevin 
Kemper. 

The incident began at 
7:30 p.m. when Officer 
Phillip Parham clocked 
a green 2000 Jeep 
Cherokee at 55 in the 


35 mph zone near the 
school. 

“[Parham] got behind 
it and turned his blue 
lights on,” Kemper said. 
“[The suspect] acceler¬ 
ated to about 65 or 70 
and just kept going.” 

Heading west, the 
driver went toward La 
Grange and tried to 
shake the officer on 
Radcliffe and Jericho 
roads, with speeds rising 
to 80 mph before the 
chase ended. 

Parham asked for 
assistance from Oldham 
County and La Grange 


authorities, with the 
Eminence officer con¬ 
tinuing his pursuit. 

The chase ended when 
the suspect lost control 
of the Jeep in a curve, 
the vehicle flipped sev¬ 
eral times and crashed 
through a fence near the 
intersection of Bluegrass 
and Old Sligo roads in 
Oldham County. 

Inside the Jeep, offi¬ 
cers found Christopher 
Shane Woods, 37, of 
Taylorsville, whom 
Kemper described as 
“totally uncooperative.” 
Woods denied driving 


the vehicle or know¬ 
ing what was going on, 
despite being the Jeep’s 
only occupant. 

“[The suspect] didn’t 
hit anybody, thank good¬ 
ness,” Kemper said. 
“Everything went by 
department policy. Phillip 
used great decision mak¬ 
ing — speeds weren’t too 
high, traffic was light. 
When the vehicle got up 
to 80 and started driving 
erratic, Phillip backed 
off.” 

Police considered 
the Jeep totaled after 
the wreck. Woods was 


checked out at the hos¬ 
pital in La Grange before 
being taken to Shelby 
County Detention 
Center. 

Parham charged 
Woods with speeding 
20 mph over the limit; 
reckless driving; DUI, 
second offense in five 
years; fleeing and evading 
an officer, a first-degree 
felony; driving on a sus¬ 
pended license, from a 
previous DUI; having 
an improper registration 
plate that came back to 
a 2000 Suzuki; and no 
insurance, Kemper said. 


An attempt to outrun 
officers over long dis¬ 
tances like this is pretty 
rare in Eminence, he 
said. 

“We’ve had a few try 
to run just a block or 
two, just to get some 
distance to get out of 
their vehicle and run,” 
Kemper said. “We prob¬ 
ably haven’t had one this 
long for 10 years — a 
chase that went into 
another county and 
involved other agencies, 
it’s been a while.”

“The best part about 
our county’s Relay is 
the way our community 
comes together like a big 
support group and the 
fellowship and fun we 
have for a great cause,” 
Brewer said. “It’s a great 
family event that is free 
to attend.” 
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He felt more drawn 
toward life coaching. 
Because no college 
offered a degree in that 
yet, Lanham received 
certification from an 
online training course 
through the Coaching 
Academy of North 
America in 2006. 

Not counting his mas¬ 
ters work, Lanham has 
more than 100 hours of 
coaching training and 
has served both individu¬ 
als and churches as a life 
coach for nine years as 
the founder and director 
of The Climb. 

“The most basic defi¬ 
nition of life coaching 
is this — helping get 
people from where they 
are to where they want 
to be,” he explained. 

As he explains during 
his first session, the dif¬ 
ference between coun¬ 
seling and life coaching 
arises from those who see 
a counselor have a need 
to heal, those who see a 
life coach need help with 
motivation. 

Making an analogy 
using a person’s physi¬ 
cal needs, somebody 
who was seriously sick 
and throwing up would 
go to a physician for a 
help, instead of a per¬ 
sonal trainer, he said. 
Somebody who wanted 
to become more fit 
would go to the personal 
trainer. 

On their journey, he 
assists individuals dis¬ 
cover where they are, 
where they want to go, 



how they want things to 
be different and how to 
get there. Lanham said 
those who believe they 
are stuck in a rut, need 
help with a transition or 
achieving some elusive 
goal would benefit from 
life coaching. 

Lanham finds provid¬ 
ing personal help tre¬ 
mendously rewarding. 

“The reason I got into 
it is I love seeing people 
go from where they are 
to where they want to 
be,” he explained. “I 
love to hear the stories 
of people who have fol¬ 
lowed their dreams, 
people who have over¬ 
come the odds to be able 
to move forward and do 
what they want to do. As 
a life coach I get to walk 
along with people along 
that journey of that 
dream discovery and help 


them move quicker in 
that process, help them 
to enjoy that process 
more.” 

Having read other 
motivational texts, 
Lanham felt that those 
20-some step programs 
proved overwhelming. 
After a Bible study on 
goals and achievement, 
Lanham developed a 
five-step program and 
wrote a 75-page book 
called “Goals: Godly 
Objectives Assuring 
Lasting Significance.” 

Lanham enjoyed his 
time at New Castle 
Christian Church and 
leaves with fond memo¬ 
ries, like when the 
congregation almost 
finished the baptism song 
before one woman came 
forward, he recalled. 

But before the end of 
the service five more

people wanted to be bap¬ 
tized. “Those types of 
moments will stick in my 
head and my heart for as 
long as I’m alive.” 

Lanham carefully 
weighed his choices 
before making these 
changes. 

“Any time you move 
forward, there’s some¬ 
thing you’ve got to give 
up,” he said. “You’ve 
got to ask yourself the 
question is what you’re 
pursuing something you 
want more than what 
you’re giving up. You 
can’t do everything. 
You’ve got to choose 
what direction you’re 
going to go and what 
you want to pursue. 

“We love Henry 
County, we love the peo¬ 
ple. It’s a good place to 
live. We’ll definitely miss 
the area, miss the people. 


We’ve developed a lot of 
friendships here, many 
of those will continue to 
stay connected. And any 
time somebody’s looking 
for a speaker, I’m open 
to come back up and do 
some speaking.” 

The Communities in 
Action Coalition mem¬ 
bers threw a send-off 
breakfast at its meet¬ 
ing Tuesday morning, 
according to Jo Brewer 
of the Heart to Heart 
Mentoring Program. 
Lanham will be missed 
by the people of Henry 
County who knew him 
and worked with him. 

“He’s been involved 
and always willing to do 
anything for the commu¬ 
nity,” she said. 

When Virgil Price, 
previous owner of Dairy 
Queen, gave funds so 
children who would oth¬ 


erwise have little during 
the holidays, Lanham 
opened the church so the 
children could have time 
with Santa, make crafts 
and play games. 

New Castle Christian 
Church also hosted the 
Hearts of Grace effort 
before schools open each 
year, so students could 
pick up necessary clothes 
and supplies, she said. 
And Lanham helped 
the community through 
his involvement in 
Communities in Action 
and the chamber. 

“He’s always upbeat, 
a good friend to have,” 
Brewer said. “He’s been 
really good for the com¬ 
munity. He’s a good 
man.”

ruled against it. That 
motion should not be 
heard again. There’s 
nothing new here; we’re 
on old ground. The 
Commonwealth requests 
that the motion be 
denied.” 

Henry County Circuit 
Court Judge Karen 
Conrad wanted addi¬ 
tional information about 
where Fitzgerald would 
be living and work¬ 
ing and who would be 
supervising him. 

Riggs advised her that 
his client’s family had a 
home in Owen County 
where Fitzgerald could 
live by himself, or if the 
judge would rather, he 
could live in La Grange 
with his brother or sis¬ 
ter. His brother has also 
offered to provide him 
with a job doing remod¬ 
eling and to supervise 
him on job sites. He also 
assured the judge that 
Fitzgerald would have no 
contact with the victim 
or any other children. 

“His brother and sister 
will tell you they will do 
everything possible to 
make sure their brother 
is safe,” Riggs said. 

Riggs also asked the 
judge to consider a fur¬ 
lough for his client if he 
was not released on bond 
so that he could see his 
terminally-ill mother who 
is currently in the care of 
hospice. Henry County 
Jailer Scott Southworth 
agreed to escort the pris¬ 
oner at no charge. 

As of Monday after¬ 
noon, Conrad had not 
yet decided upon the 
bond reduction or fur¬ 
lough request. It remains 
under submission pend¬ 
ing her ruling. 

Other case updates: 

•Charles Thomas 
Hagan - four counts 
sexual abuse, 1 st degree 

Although Charles 
Thomas Hagan has 
property upon which 
he could secure a bond 
and a place to live when 
released from custody, 
Conrad was reluctant 
to allow either until 
she learned more about 
where and with whom 
Hagan planned to stay 
when he left jail. 

“It took a while to get 
to this point because I 
had to get information 
about Mr. McAlister,” 
Conrad explained to 
Hagan. “He is a preach¬ 
er. He encourages people 
that live in his home to 
go to church and there 
are families there. You 


are under order to have 
no contact with chil¬ 
dren.” 

Conrad referenced an 
incident in which a sex 
offender being helped 
by Bimp McAlister, who 
has also agreed to help 
Hagan, attended a wed¬ 
ding at which there were 
small children. 

“I cannot allow you 
to be in a situation 
where you are around 
small children. You can’t 
date anybody who’s 
got young children. 

I’m assuming that you 
understand what I’m tell¬ 
ing you,” Conrad said. 

“I don’t have anything 
against Mr. McAlister, 
but I have concerns 
about what was going on 
at the house where you 
are going to live.” 

Hagan is accused of 
engaging in sexual con¬ 
tact with two victims, 
both of whom were 
under the age of 12 at 
the time. According 
to court files, Hagan 
allegedly “touched the 
victim’s breasts with his 
hands both under and 
over her clothing.” 

Conditions of his 
release would include 
that Hagan have no con¬ 
tact with minors. Conrad 
wanted to emphasize this 
point to him. 

“Remember your 
conditions, so church is 
going to present a prob¬ 
lem to you,” Conrad 
said. “There shouldn’t be 
any children or females 
staying in the house.” 

But before Hagan 
can move into the 
home made available to 
him in Carroll County, 
he needs to travel to 
Nelson County to 
secure documentation 
to post a property bond 
on a home he owns in 
Bloomfield. 

Conrad has placed a 
$20,000 property bond 
on Hagan’s release. If 
he can collect the proper 
paperwork to show the 
home’s value and if it 
doesn’t have any liens 
against it, Hagan can use 
it to post bond and get 
out of custody. 

Conrad agreed to 
provide Hagan with a 
48-hour furlough to 
collect all the necessary 
documentation. Hagan 
asked to be allowed to 
collect some clothing 
and personal items from 
his home in Pendleton. 
Conrad suggested he and 
his wife agree to a third 
party that could do that 
for him. In the mean¬ 
time, the prosecution 
and family of the victims 
were losing patience. 

“Has a public defender 
officially been appointed? 
We need to figure out 
which way we’re going 


so we can get some 
resolution to the case,” 
Clubb said. “We’ve been 
so pre-occupied with him 
getting a bond, but quite 
frankly, I’d like to get 
this case resolved.” 

A public defender 
was initially appointed 
to Hagan’s case in Dec. 
2014, but in light of the 
fact that he owns two 
homes, Conrad could 
not allow him to use 
a public defender, but 
instructed him to find 
an attorney. If upon his 
release, whatever work 
he finds can’t support 
the cost of an attorney, 
Hagan was told to report 
back to the judge that 
based on his change in 
income, he would need a 
public defender. 

•Steve Edward 
McFarland 

The court has ruled on 
exactly how much money 
Steve Edward McFarland 
still needs to pay to be in 
compliance with his plea 
agreement. 

McFarland had been 
charged with four counts 
of trafficking in a con¬ 
trolled substance, first 
degree; trafficking in a 
controlled substance, sec¬ 
ond degree; and posses¬ 
sion of a defaced firearm. 

A total of $10,000 was 
forfeited by McFarland. 
He was given credit for 
$2,747 taken from his 
home during a search 
warrant. He was also 
credited for $5,000, 
which was posted as a 
cash bond for his release. 
That left a balance of 
$2,253 McFarland was 
required to pay. 

Also at his court 
appearance last week, 
McFarland learned 
that Conrad ruled sev¬ 
eral items taken from his 
home during the course 
of a search warrant be 
returned to him includ¬ 
ing a laptop computer, 
several Lowe’s credit 
cards and a safe deposit 
box key. 

Conrad also asked 
McFarland to pay an 
additional $600 restitu¬ 
tion to KSP for confi¬ 
dential informant fees 
paid during the course 
of the investigation that 
led to his drug trafficking 
charges. 

• Eric A. Thomas - 
Assault, third degree, 
police/probation officer; 
resisting arrest; terroristic 
threatening, third degree; 
operating a motor vehicle 
under the influence of 
alcohol, first offense; fail¬ 
ure of owner to maintain 
required insurance, first; 
menacing; disorderly 
conduct; and careless 
driving 

Although he initially 


claimed he had been 
assaulted by a KSP 
trooper and pleaded 
not guilty to all charges 
against him, Eric Thomas 
pleaded guilty to the 
lesser charge of attempt 
to commit assault, as 
well as resisting arrest 
and DUI in a plea agree¬ 
ment reached in court 
Thursday. 

Charges of terroris¬ 
tic threatening, failure 
of owner to maintain 
insurance, menacing 
and disorderly conduct 
were dismissed in the 
agreement. Thomas was 
sentenced to 12 months 
but conditionally dis¬ 
charged for two years. 

He must surrender his 
driver’s license, pay all 
court costs and fines, and 
comply with alcohol edu¬ 
cation classes 

•Dwayne Whitman 
- Rape, second degree; 
sodomy, second degree; 
and sexual abuse, second 
degree 

Although attorneys 
had been very close to 
an agreement the last 
time they were in court, 
the case against Dwayne 
Whitman has taken a 
definitive turn. The 
defendant has passed 
away. 

The 2012 charges 
against Whitman were 
that he engaged in sexual 
intercourse and deviant 
sexual intercourse. 

According to court 
records, sexual abuse 
against the victim took 
place between June 2011 
and February 2012. A 
citation from Kentucky 
State Police states that 
the “victim disclosed 
that she had been sexu¬ 
ally abused by Whitman” 
and that “Whitman was 
arrested on probable 
cause after his DNA was 
discovered in the victim’s 
bedroom following the 
execution of a search 
warrant corroborating 
the victim’s accounts of 
abuse.” 

After his indict¬ 
ment and arraignment, 
Whitman was released 
to home incarceration 
on a $20,000 unsecured 
bond, under the condi¬ 
tions that he have no 
further violations, have 
no contact with the vic¬ 
tim or the victim’s family 
except his girlfriend who 
was related to the victim, 
and no contact with any 
minor females. 

Since then, Whitman’s 
court file indicates there 
have been a series of 
continuances, exchanges 
of evidence, and even 
a request for a psycho¬ 
logical evaluation of the 
victim as her competency 
was questioned by the 
defense. 


The request for an 
evaluation was denied by 
Judge Karen Conrad in 
June of 2013. 

By October of 2014, 
the Commonwealth’s 
attorney and the public 
defender were trying to 
reach a plea agreement 
and court documents 
noted that an offer had 
been made but not final¬ 
ized. 

Due to health condi¬ 
tions, Whitman was 
unable to appear in court 
in December of 2014 
and the case was con¬ 
tinued. He did appear 
for a pre-trial conference 
on March 12, where his 
public defender told him 
there was “a problem 
with the offer.” His next 
court appearance would 
have been this past 
Thursday. 

Pending a copy of the 
death certificate, the case 
will be closed. 

•Edward Satterly - 
nine counts of possession 
or viewing of matter 
portraying a sexual per¬ 
formance by a minor 

A plea deal was 
reached Thursday in the 
case of Edward Satterly, 
who was found to have 
images on his phone 
depicting a minor in a 
sex act. 

Satterly pleaded guilty 
to three counts of distri¬ 
bution of matter portray¬ 
ing a sexual performance 
by a minor and one 
count of wanton endan- 
germent, first degree. 

The remaining charges 
were dismissed. 

He was sentenced to 
five years on counts one 
through three with sen¬ 
tences to run consecu¬ 
tively for a total sentence 
of 15 years. He was how¬ 
ever, allowed to submit 
to a five-year period of 
diversion. The conditions 
of diversion included 
submitting to a sexual 
offender risk assessment; 
submitting to HIV test¬ 
ing; completing a sexual 
offender treatment pro¬ 
gram; registering as a 
sex offender during the 
diversionary period; that 
he have no contact with 
the victim; committing 
no new offenses; and 
having no probation vio¬ 
lations, or missed, dilut¬ 
ed, refused or positive 


drug or alcohol screens. 

Satterly also received 
five years on the count of 
wanton endangerment, 
which will run concur¬ 
rently with the first sen¬ 
tence and he will be on 
probation for five years 
after he completes diver¬ 
sion. 

If he violates any 
terms of the agreement 
or diversion, his diver¬ 
sion will be voided and 
he will be committed 
to the Department of 
Corrections without the 
possibility of shock pro¬ 
bation. 

Playing into the deci¬ 
sion to allow diversion 
for Satterly was the fact 
that the charges didn’t 
stem from his taking or 
disseminating any pho¬ 
tos, that there was only 
one victim, that he did 
not distribute the photos, 
that there were no other 
images found on any of 
this electronic devices, 
and that the victim, who 
was 18, was aware of the 
agreement and amend¬ 
able to the plea.

Henry County unemployment rate hits 4.3 percent 


Unemployment rates 
fell in 119 Kentucky 
counties between April 
2014 and April 2015, 
but rose in Union 
County, according to 
the Kentucky Office 
of Employment and 
Training, an agency 
of the Kentucky 
Education and Workforce 
Development Cabinet. 

Woodford County 
recorded the low¬ 
est jobless rate in the 
Commonwealth at 3.4 


percent. It was followed 
by Fayette and Oldham 
counties, 3.6 percent 
each; Scott and Shelby 
counties, 3.7 percent 
each; Boone and Owen 
counties, 3.8 percent 
each; and Anderson, 
Campbell, Jessamine, and 
Spencer counties, 3.9 
percent each. 

The unemployment 
rate for Henry County 
came in at 4.3 percent 
for April, a .7 percent 
drop from the same 


period in 2014, accord¬ 
ing to statistics from the 
state. By the numbers, 
Henry County has 324 
people looking for work

AN ORDINANCE AMENDING AN ORDINANCE 
OF THE CITY OF EMINENCE, KENTUCKY 
REGULATING USAGE OF COACH D. PARK 

This summary of ordinance was prepared by 
William Hartman Brammell, Sr., Attorney for the 
City of Eminence, Kentucky, pursuant to statute. 
The full text of this ordinance may be reviewed at 
the office of the City Clerk, City Hall, Eminence, 
Kentucky. 

An ordinance of the City of Eminence has 
been adopted which regulates the use of the city 
park known as Coach D. Park in the City of Emi¬ 
nence, Kentucky. Said ordinance sets forth pre¬ 
scribed violations and regulations of conduct. The 
penalties for violation thereof are set forth below. 

Penalties: The following penalties shall be 
imposed for the violation of this ordinance. 

A. ) A first offense shall result in a sixty (60) day 
suspension from utilization of the park. 

B. ) A second offense, within a two (2) year 
period, shall result in a six (6) month suspension 
from utilization of the park. 

C. ) A third offense, within a two (2) year 
period, shall result in a permanent suspension 
from the park. 

D. ) Notwithstanding the foregoing, the wit¬ 
nessing person or the City Council may waive 
penalties and provide a verbal or written warning 
for a first offense. 

In addition to all other penalties herein above, 
any person found to be in violation of this ordi¬ 
nance shall be subject to a criminal penalty not to 
exceed $250.00 and not less than $10.00 before 
the Henry District Court.

Dewitt felt a sense of 
confidence growing as he 
trained and raised funds. 
There was no shortage of 
motivation. 

“I continued to 
improve my overall per¬ 
formance on the training 
rides while also working 
toward meeting my fun¬ 
draising goal,” he said. 
“Since my father had died 
of lung cancer, I felt a 


connection to the people 
on my team because they 
all had been affected by 
cancer in some way or 
another. In fact, three 
of the riders were can¬ 
cer survivors and one of 
the ladies on the team 
had lost a daughter to 
Leukemia when she was 
only nine years old. Each 
week someone would 
share a story about how 
someone they knew had 
been impacted by blood- 
related cancer, and it kept 
the reason we were doing 
this at the forefront of 
our minds during each 
ride.” 

After three months 
of training the team 
headed west for their 
ride, which took place 
on June 7. Dewitt com¬ 
pleted the ride but wishes 
he had been able to 
enjoy “America’s Most 
Beautiful Bike Ride” a 


little more. 

“The weather was 
absolutely perfect,” he 
said. “I was so focused 
on finishing the ride that 
I didn’t take much time 
to enjoy the scenery, so 
I might have to go back 
and do the ride again 
next year.” 

Dewitt was apprecia¬ 
tive of the support he 
received from his home 
community. 

“I want to thank the 
people of Henry County 
that donated to my fund¬ 
raising efforts and helped 
me reach my goal of 
raising over $4,000 for 
cancer research,” Dewitt 
said. “I felt like I had a 
lot of people cheering me 
on as I got close to the 
finish line. Our fundrais¬ 
ing is still open, so if any¬ 
one would like to donate, 
they can go to llspedal. 
com to find out more.” 
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realized that the boar was 
over nine feet and the sow 
was huge also.” 

Exhausted, the three 
men headed back down 
the mountain. 

On day eight the still- 
exhausted hunters stalked 
another bear through 
rough terrain as a cold 
rain began to pour down 
on them. Ryan had no 
rain gear with him and 
after several hours of stalk¬ 
ing, the men decided that 
they needed to get back 
to the cabin to warm 
Ryan up. It was beginning 
to look like the promising 
trip would end without 
anyone bagging a coveted 
Kodiak. 

On day nine of the trip 
the men decided to use 
their boat to go to Terror 
Bay, 16 miles away. They 
were tired and Chappell, 
53, was feeling his age. 

“Along the way, we saw 
some great country and at 
least 100 sea otters, sever¬ 
al leopard seals, fox, deer, 
but no bear,” Chappell 
said. “The winds started 
to pick up which means 
waves in the bay, so we 
decided to head back to 
our favorite knoll. 

“We hadn’t been their 
ten minutes when I told 
the others that I believed 
that I had spotted the 
same two bears from two 
days before. Now they 
were on the closer end of 
the mountain.” 

The hunters got back 
in their boat and moved 
to a beach that was 
more accessible to the 
mountain. They began 
another arduous trek up 
the mountain but used 
a different strategy from 
the previous trip. One 
man would watch as the 
other two moved up the 
hill and then the third 
would catch up. They 
continued alternating this 
way as they moved further 
up the mountain. Finally 
they saw the bears go into 
an alder patch. At some 
point, they came to a 
creek and Chappell took 
a nasty spill trying to tra¬ 


verse across a rock in the 
creek. He ended up wet 
and angry that age kept 
him from making the leap 
successfully. 

“We got to about 400- 
feet and my body is killing 
me,” Chappell said. “I’m 
struggling with my ankle 
on the side-hill climbing, 
my pack feels like a lead 
weight because I was car¬ 
rying all of my skinning 
knives and the satellite 
phone in case of emer¬ 
gency. Ryan had his rifle 
and the pack frame for 
transporting the bear hide 
if we were successful in 
taking a bear, and Nathan 
had a light pack and his 
rifle. Nathan offered to 
carry my rifle for a bit to 
help us make good time. 
We still needed to travel 
about another 200 yards 
up the mountain and 
about 1,000 yards around 
the corner.” 

At that point the men 
caught a break. They 
came onto a game trail 
that made moving a little 
easier. 

“We had gotten to a 
point where it was time to 
crawl around the bend of 
the mountain,” Chappell 
said. “Nathan had got¬ 
ten well ahead of us and 
was waiting with my rifle 
and a shell already in the 
chamber.” 

Moore was not allowed 
to shoot on the hunt 
because the permit 
was good only for the 
Chappells. He was there 
only as a spotter. He 
could only shoot if they 
were in danger or after the 
bear had been hit by Ryan 
or Steve. 

The men got into a 
good position to view the 
alder patch from above. 
After waiting a while, 
they began to think that 
the bears had moved on 
because there was no way 
that bears that size could 
be in the alder patch with¬ 
out the men seeing them. 

“Nathan stood up 
and began to walk fur¬ 
ther around the trail,” 
Chappell said. “I was 10 
feet behind him and Ryan 
was behind me. 

“Nathan hadn’t taken 
three steps when I saw the 
smaller of the two bears

directly to our right star¬ 
ing right at us, no more 
than 25 yards away. I 
said, c Nathan, bear to our 
right. It’s the sow.’ 

“I already had my gun 
raised and pointed right at 
it,” Chappell continued. 
“The bear immediately 
darts to our left through 
the alder patch. All of the 
sudden I see the head 
of the boar, the size of a 
trash can. The bear’s hair 
is bristling and standing 
on end and its teeth are 
showing. It’s angry. The 
bear charges directly at 
us.” 

Chappell fired two 
shots into the bear and it 
fell to the ground. But the 
danger wasn’t over. 

“Growling and biting, it 
stood up again and head¬ 
ed back towards the alders 
as I fired another shot,” 
Chappell said. “This time 
it went down and rolled 
into the alder trees. 

“We were convinced 
it was down for good. 
Nathan wanted to high 
five while Ryan showed 
his excitement.” 

But the bear still had 
life in him according to 
Chappell. 

“The bear stood up 
again and I had to put a 
final shot in it as it rolled 
further into the alders 
completely out of sight,” 
he said. “This same small 
alder patch that we didn’t 
think could hide a bear 
was making these bears 
invisible. 

“Nathan and Ryan 
went back for the packs 
while I waited with 
adrenaline flowing and a 
rush of realization of just 
how fast that bear moved 
towards us. Shaking from 
excitement, I just wanted 
to relax. 

“The whole thing lasted 
ten seconds from the time 
I took the first shot as it 
began its charge at us.” 

The bear was later mea¬ 
sured by a bear biologist 
at the Alaska Department 
of Fish and Game at eight 
feet, six inches with a skull 
size of 25.6 inches. 

“Certainly not the 
size I was looking for,” 
Chappell said. “But I 
really didn’t have time to 
measure it.” 
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Dewitt cycles 100 miles to fight cancer

Bobby Dewitt, a 
Henry County native 
who lives in St. Louis, 
took on a challenge 
that many would have 
deemed impossible when 
he agreed to do a 100- 
mile bike ride around 
Lake Tahoe in early June. 

Dewitt had a good 
reason to take on the 
challenge. The ride was 
organized to raise funds 
for the Leukemia and 
Lymphoma Society, a 
group that raises money 
to find a cure for blood 
cancers. 

Dewitt’s father, Roy, 
died of lung cancer so he 
thought the opportunity 
to do something to help 
others fighting cancer 
was worth the ordeal. 

“My wife, Rebecca, 
works for a law firm 
called Bryan Cave in St. 
Louis,” Dewitt said. “She 
heard from a coworker 


that they had a few 
employees who were 
going to be participat¬ 
ing in a bike ride around 
Lake Tahoe to raise 
money for blood cancer 
research. Since I work 
from home, she thought 
it would be a good idea 
for me to get out of the 
house and meet some 
new people as well as 
get some exercise and it 
would all be to support a 
great cause.” 

Dewitt decided to give 
it a go. 

“I signed up in January 
to join the Bryan Cave 
team, which was part 
of the Leukemia and 
Lymphoma Society’s 
Team in Training pro¬ 
gram,” he said. “Eight 
cyclists from Bryan 
Cave were part of the 
25-member group from 
here in St. Louis that 
would travel to Lake 
Tahoe and ride 100 miles 
around the lake in what 
is dubbed 'America’s 


Most Beautiful Bike 
Ride.’” 

Dewitt, a casual cyclist, 
began training in March. 

“We would ride every 
Saturday morning at 6 
a.m.,” Dewitt said. “The 
weather didn’t cooperate 
for the first few weeks. 

We rode in cold tempera¬ 
tures and even did the 
first ride with snow still 
on the ground. Some 
days we rode in a cold 
rain.” 

Dewitt had never done 
a ride greater than 25 
miles when the group 
started. 

“The rides were from 
25 to 40 miles just to 
get used to sitting on the 
bike for long periods,” he 
said. “Each time we went 
on a ride, it was the far¬ 
thest I had ever gone on 
a bike. Even though our 
rides usually contained a 
rest stop at a place to buy 
food and water, I had to

In Inst week’s edition 
Steve Chappell wntehed 
in horror from n distant 
vantage point as a large 
Kodiak bear charged 
toward his unknowing son 
and friend. In this week’s 
second part Chappell has 
another close encounter 
that ends in success. 

“I was giving hand 
signals but they weren’t 
looking at me so I made 
the decision to yell,” 
Chappell said. “They 
heard me and yelled back 
but I could not hear 
them. My yell became 
a scream at the top of 
my lungs. The bear was 
running directly at my 
son and I was not there 
to protect him. They 
recognized my yell as 
concerning but could not 
see the bear from where 
they were. Ryan was pan¬ 
icked and they were ready 
to shoot but they still 
couldn’t see a thing.” 

The first bear was 200 
feet above the two and at 
that point Chappell saw 
that the other bear had 
moved within 100 yards 
to their left. 

“The sow was walking 
towards them and at this 
point, I raised my rifle to 
shoot, hoping to scare it 
away, but I also know that 
I am three quarters of a 
mile away and my shoot¬ 


ing wouldn’t help a bit,” 
Chappell said. “I contin¬ 
ued to give them hand 
signals to tell them that 
the bear is right above 
them and not to move. 

I found out later that 
the terrain was so steep 
where they were that they 
were not about to try to 
move.” 

The bears eventually 
moved further up the 
mountain and Nathan 
and Ryan had to decide 
what to do next - con¬ 
tinue up and pursue the 
bears or to come down. 
They misunderstood 
Chappell’s hand signals 
when he tried to tell them 
that the bears had moved 
just a little way up the 
mountain and thought he 
was telling them that they 
had gone on over the top 
of the mountain. This led 
them to begin to move 
back down to Chappell’s 
location. 

When they were finally 
together and told each 
other their stories, they 
regretted the decision to 
come down. 

“As we sat there, look¬ 
ing back up the moun¬ 
tain, we could see that 
they were still only about 
150 yards from where 
they had been,” Chappell 
said. “I couldn’t believe 
it and they were sickened 
to think they were so 
close and never saw the 
bears. As we watched we
